We are informed that certain 
documents or petitions are being 
circulated and presented to 
some local churches, asking 
them to sign an obligation that 
they will accept the teachings of 
the Church of God with the 
New Testament as_ their - rule 
and discipline. .We are at a loss 
to know of all the reasons why 
they want to accept the teach- 
ings only up to 1920, when if 
they will compare the teachings 
of the Church of God as outlined 
in the back of the minutes of 
1920, then compare this with the 
teachings that appear'on pages 
70 and 72 of the minutes of the 
Generaly Assembly which con- 
vened in Cleveland, Tenn., Nov. 
1-7, 1922 which is the _ last 
General Assembly, they will find 
that the teachings are identical- 
ty the same. It appears to us 
that if they could accept the 
teachings of 1920 they could 
accept the same teachings for 
1922. On page 52 in article 
one, section 2 “the object and 
purpose of this organization is. 
to propagate the doctrine, 
principles and practices of the 
Church of God as set forth in 
the New Testament.” Section 
four of the same article “to 
earch out the Bible plans of 
government and discipline and 
interpret the same.” These are 
the same rights and privileges 
that the General Assembly has 
enjoyed since its earliest his- 
tory. The above quotations ap- 
pear in. articles showing the pur- 
poses of the General Assembly. .. 

We are not of the opinion that 
these parties have any right to 
launch’such a move for any re- 
peal or any reconsideration of 
any of the actions of the 
General Assembly prior to its 
regular convening, which is the 
‘first week in November. We are 
‘informed that the date set to 
repudiate the action of the 
General Assemblies of 1921-22 is 
July 24. This we consider nnd 
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for the alleged shortage as 
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private letters have been in cir- 
culation on a large scale, under- 
taking to influence the local 
church treasurers to send the 
tithe of the tithes to A. J. Tom- 
linson instead of the General 
Secretary of the Church of 
God. These. letters are in circu- 
lation without authority and“are 
designed for the purpose of 
diyesting the” Church finance 
from. the regular authorized 
channel into the hands of an in- 
dividual which is not authorized 
by the Church of God to receive 
or account for the same. Due 
notice is here given through the 
official organ of the Church of 
God that any person receiving 
funds as a result of these un- 
au ized letters and failing to 
turti it in to the proper treasury 
of th@eChurch of God, such an 
act be regarded and treated 
as the fraudulent use of the U. 
S. mais. ——

The above letter is only one 
of many in circulation and this 
brother is acting under the in- 
structions of his State Overseer, 
Geo. T. Brouayer, as can be 
plainly seen by the purport of 
the letter. We are at a loss to 
know just why they would un- 
dertake such a scheme as this, 
when if ninety per cent. of the 
entire membership should sign 
such an article it could have no 
legal effort in repealing the 
actions of the General Assembly. 
This could only be done by ac- 
tion of the official Assembly 
when convened in their regular 
annual session. 


The public is made to wonder 
‘why.they pick on the two last 
\minutes of the General Assem- 
blies and undertake to ignore 
and count as illegal, when as a 
matter of fact if the action of 
these two Assemblies are illegal, 
none of the others could be legal, 
therefore, they have no just 
claim for their contention.

As my work is among all 
classes of people, there is not 
a day that Iam not reminded of 
the condition of the poor chil- 
‘dren. I see children on the 

streets every day, seemingly 
without a mother’s care and

District Conference in 
Missouri 

The district conference of the state 
of Missouri convened at Frederick- 
town, Thursday, May 24, with Broth- 
er J. M. Viney, state overseer, as 
moderator. At 10 o’clock the modera- 
tor opened the conference and gave 
bis annual address. To say the con- 
ference was a success would be put- 
ting it niild as it was beyond the 
expectation of any one present. The 
Church of God people are progres- 
sive and are continually on the out- 
look for the salvation of precious 
souls. Thursday afternoon during the 
second session two souls’ broke down 
and wept their way through to Je- 
sus.

FINANCIAL REPORT OF THE CHURCH OF GOD 
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To All the Dear Precious Saints of the 
Church of God in America, and Her 
Friends and Admirers ana Readers 
of our Dear Evangel—Greetings in 
Jesus’ Precious Name: 

Although we are separated far by 
many miles—much land and water 
lie between us and living ina country 
very different from yours, yet we have 
been baptized into one Spirit and are 
held together in One Body by the 
Government of thegreat Church of God. 
We are laborers TOGETHER in His 
vineyard, ALL working TOGETHER 
for God and His Church. Therefore, 
the work which we are endeavoring to 
do here in China for God and His 
Church is YOURS as much as it is 
OURS and to YOU WHO HAVE 
LABORED, PRAYED AND _ SACRI- 
FICED TO SUSTAIN IT I humbly 
submit the following report: 

It will be necessary for me to make 
a few explanations right here so that 
you will be better able to understand 
the following. I will first call your 
attention to the matter of exchange. 
Unite:l States dollars are called “Gold 
dollars” here in China and for ex- 
ample are written thus -G$10.00- 
Chinese dollars are calied “Mexican 
dollars” and written thus M$10.00. So 
please, you dear ones, remember this 
and you will always understand with- 
out another explanation. 

This matter of exchange is very 
troublesome to foreigners out here as 
gold is one price today and another to- 
morrow. When we came to China more 
than eight years ago we could get 
about M$2.50 for every American dol- 
lar, but later it began to go down and 
down until a gold dollar was worth 
only eighty-four cents in Chinese mon- 
ey. Imagine how bad we felt to sell a 
good old United States dollar for 
eighty-four cents. Well, we did not 
have many to sell*in those days. Suf- 
fice it to say that all missions had to 
cut down their work considerably. At 
that time the fee of an American pass- 
port was only ninety-seven cents 
Mexican whereas ahout a year later it 
was M$18.00. The United States gov- 
ernment hadadvancedthepriceof the

pay accordingly. Missionaries have to 
get new passports every two years. 
Native products are cheap, but im- 
ported goods are usually more than 
twice what they are at home. Our 
rents are also very high and there are} 
many expenses connected with mis- 
sionary life which, after all evens up 
the dollar when it is bringing a good 
price. For instance butter M$1.30 
per lb.; 1 package cream of wheat 
-70;- 1 lb. 6 oz. can baking powder 
.60;-ivory soap .40;-1 small can crisco 
-90. This will give you an idea of 
prices. We substitute as many of 
these things as possible with native 





things. But it has been proven that 
one cannot exist wholly on native 
foods. 


When we receive an offering from 
home we put down*the amoynt in G$ 
and opposite it what it brought in M$ 
and our reports are taken from those 
records. We have the amount in M$ 
that each of your offerings brought but 
only gave the total in this report. 
Please note that our disbursements are 
in M$ as we do not vse gold dollars. 


All money receivea #®y we mission- 
aries, except it be from our father, 
mother, brothers or sisters, is turned 
over to our Missionary Treasurer here 
on the field (I am serving in that 
position at present) who deposits it in 
the bank to be changed into M$ and 
then pays the bills. 

The Church of God Missionary Home 
is the home of the Church of God 
missionaries here in China. It is at 
present rented property but the furn- 
ishings are owned by the mission. The 
monthly running expenses are met out 
of the treasury, and in addition to 
this each missionary receives an al- 
lowance of M$20.00 per month. In 
other words each missionary receives 
her board, room and Chinese teactlier, 
besides M$20.00 each month to cover 
clothing, shoes, writing paper, books 
for study of Chinese, stamps and many 
other expenses which come into the 
life of a missionary. 

We feel this an ideal plan and true 
blue Church of God as it in no way 
fosters an independent spirit. It rather

Dear ong, we labored 
and struggled, too: long?to get fe 
Church planted here in @hina to sew 
at this late day turn into an indepemd- 
ent work. / 


The monthly allowance we speak ef 
for the missionary begins with Agr@. 
Heretofore it has not been givem as 
the Mission was too deeply in debt, 
but it had to begin then so the aais- 
sionaries could meet their persomal 
needs. Whenthe missionaries begin 
to increase and scatterout, a differeat 
arrangement will have to be made for 
those leaving the Missionary Home. 


Tt is our intention to make quarter- 
ly financial reports, but as we ceuld 
not get this one prepared in time de- 
cided to include April. As we have 
already failed to get off quarterly re- 
ports, D. V. we will mail our next ome 
to you about October 1, so it will reach 
you in time for the Assembly. In teat 
report we expect to give the value of 
all property and belongings of the 
Church of God Mission in China. Igave 
it when I was in Cleveland, approxi- 
mately. It had to be estimated as we 
Gid know the value of Gold $ at that 
time, but this time it will have 
to go in M$ for we can’t age 
the value of our property ot 
here fluctuate like the money. After 
that report is sent in'I shall endeavor 
to prepare our reports regularly at te 
end of each quarter and get them om 
without delay. Really, the duties of 
the Secretary and Treasurer are many 
and I need your prayers. I much pre 
fer preaching and visiting among, the 
natives, but I’ll endeavor to serve in 
this position until your secretary and 
treasurer comes out from Amerioa.
